There is no 
place in the world offering ie ges 
varied modes of living as doed the 
north shére of N. BK, but the truth 
fix, the people have been trained to 
lumbering and ship-buikling and 
have no taste for the kind of farm- 
ing that can alone succeed here. 
They are, however, admirably 
adapted to the conditions that pre- 
vail in the Western States and in 
your section. As wooden vessels 
no longer pay and. the vast lamber 
tracts are destroyed by fire, the 
people are going to where the cow- 
ditions suit them better than the 
farming in N. B 

Convinced of this, the writer 
some six years ago began calling 
the attention of the Dominion and 
Manitoba Governments, as well as 
the C. P. R., to this condition of 
affairs, and urging on them that 
effort be made to turn the tide of 
immigration towards the North- 
west.

I have 
seen campaigns and. worked with 
many sorts of hoises — English, 
Persian, Arab, Kabull, Indian stud- 
bred, Australians New Zealand 
and Cape but none can Compare 
ath the broncha of western Can 
ada for all-roupd endurance, Gen- 
eral Ravenhill, the Inspector-Gen- 
eralof army remounts, reported 
most favorably of those he pur 
chased. The purvhase in Canada 
has, however, been restricted to” 
the bidding of home horse deaters 
and breeders. Unfortunately, 
while we bow down to the fetish 
of free trade, where foreign’ nat- 
tions are concerned, we have, in 
the case of Canada, put disadvant- 
ages in the way of acolony, whose 
existence as an integral portion of 
the empire depends upon her trade 
with us, for which the United 
States are bidding, by the abolition 
of the McKinley tariff as a prelude 
to annexation through commercial 
union. Noone can sericusly pre- 
tend that iu the event of our hav- 
ing a serious war on our hands, 
the United Kingdom could by any 
system of pre-registration, or even 
compulsory purchase, meet the re- 
quirements of | the waste of 
of war, We could not pur- 
chase Svom either belligerents or 
neutrats, for horses would become 
contraband of war. The establish- 
went of a remount depot at the 
base of the Rocky Mountains—a 
central point in. the globe encir- 
cling girdle of our empire, would 
enable horses to be sent west by 
rail and on our own bottoms to
